Petrograd, Dec. 5.— Major Kerth, 
American 
military 
attache, 
has j 
been 
instructed 
bv 
Ambassador j 
Francis to make a protest on the 
part of the United States similar* 
to that entered by the heads of thej 
entente em bassis here to the nego­ 
tiations for an armistice between 
Russia and Germany. 
The omis­ 
sion to join the pretest ordered by 
the other allied ministers w as due 
to the fact that it was based on the 
London agreement against a sepa­ 
rate peace to which America is not 
a signatory. 
Ambassador 
Francis, 
however, 
has assumed the attitude that all 
aid that America has extended to 
Russia, and all recommendations to 
that end bv him, were made with 
the express understanding, often re­ 
iterated, that Russia 
intended 
to 
continuo, in the war and that, there­ 
fore, he believed himself justified in 
the absence of instructions from 
the state department at Washing­ 
ton. to enter a protest against the 
independent action of Russia in the 
matter of an armistice. 
The terminology of the protest 
entered by Major Kerth was un­ 
known at the embassy, but it is be­ 
lieved to follow the lines of the en­ 
tente protest.
